KENTUCKY AT JAMESTOWN. 

Cofflmissloii Baghis W«ii for Rep- 
resentation at the Bd 
Exposition. 

With the purpose of pi-ovidinjr 
for the proper representiation of 
the state at tlie .Tametitown Ext>o- 
•sition, to be held in Norfolk, Va.. 
April 26 to Novemljer »)th IftOT, 
the Kentucky Jamestown Exposi 
tion Commission Iwa been organ- 
ized and incorporated. 

Headquarters liave been o[>ene(i 
in the Commercial building, 
Louisville, and a campaign of 
exploitation haa commenced. It is 
the intention of the conunission to 
make the representation typical of 
the entire 8tate and a replica of 
the Ft. of Booneaboro has been 
agreed upon as the Kentuck>- 
building. Funds for the erection 
of the building and the collec- 
tion and installation of exhibits 
will be raised by popular subscrip- 
tion and the sum of $40,000 will 
be required for the purpose.

THANKSGIVING DAY 

As It was ani as It is--Traced to 
tke PMy of New Ci^liiid 
rire Fatliers.

The I'oinparison suggested liy 
this titl^ is made between the old 
colonial times and these. The 
cuHtom of iui amiual da}' of thank.s- 
Civing to God, appointed by thi> 
highest civil authority and ob- 
served with greater or less fidelity 
to its declared puri>ose by all tin 
people, is to be traced' here, noi 
to the Jewish feastsof tabemaclos. 
but to the piety of the New Eng- 
land forefathers. 

It was not an annual observance 
nt the outbet. The Hist bnrvost 
gathered in the new land whs fol- 
lowed by a da>- of Thanksgiving; 
but not ao all haiTests. Nor did 
the governor wait for the harvest - 
time to come. Nor did he limit 
himself to proclaiming a single dH.\ 
af thanks in tlie year. Abundant 
rains after a b-ying drought, or tlic 
timely arrival of vessels with pro- 
visions for the famine-threateiifd 
colonists were madeoccasion of pu b 
lie and united expressions of grati- 
tude to God.

It is well to retlect. however, 
that the true spii it of the day has 
not been wholly lost, an.l that, 
comparing the festival of this year 
with that of 2.'>(» ^ ears ago, there 
are some things upon which 
ma.v well congiatulate oui-seb 
Notice this, that l\w observance of 
the day has survived the .se|)arati(i 
of church and state — a fact that 
the men who banished Roger Will- 
would have scouted as imi)o.s- 
sible. Notice further, tlut since 
the time of the civil war, and af 
part of the outcome of it, the an- 
nual Thanksgiving has expanded 
from a sectional to a national ob- 
sei vanoe. Now, as at the first, the 
i>roclamation of the chief 
trate, naming tiie day and the 
rea.son for it, vofces the * best 
thought of the ma-s-ses of the peo- 
ple, who approve of the appoint- 
ment more generally than they 
keep it— for sentiments and convic- 
tions ai-e always in advance of ac- 
tions. It is a very telling thing 
that once a year the highest official 
in the land sliould, with the ap- 
proval of the people, make formal 
declaration of a personal God who 
is direcU}- conoeroed b thewelftu« 
of men and who accepts their 
thanks for his favors. And though 
only a meager fraction of the pop- 
ulace is to be found in the places 
where tluinka are rendered, even 
when in order to make a respecta
